(on branch—the Board of In- 
adn Relations — administers 
the Alberta Labour Act, which 
in itself has gained wide recog- 
nition as outstanding legislation: 
of its kind. By its provisions, the 
‘Board of Industrial Relations has 
jurisdiction over such miatters as 
minimum wages, hours of work, 
holiday and overtime pay, as 
well as general conditions: af- 
fecting the welfare of the work- 
er. The Act applies to all em- 


ployers:and employees in ‘the 
province except farm labour and 
domestic servants. . 
Full collective bargaining 
rights are guaranteed under the 
Act and the procedure for set- 
tling disputes through negotia- 
tion, conciliation and arbitration 
is carefully outlined. 

_Alberta’s record is singularly 
free from strike action. There 
have been relatively few major 
disputes. The department gives. 
careful consideration to the pro- 
blems of both lal 
agement. 

In Alberta, with its marked 
industrial expansion, an ade- 
quate supply of skilled labour is 
essential. The training of young | 
men and women for desieniated 

trades is the, responsibility’ of 

the Apprenticeship ‘Board and is . 

a joint undertaking of the Pro- 

vincial ang Federal Govern- 

ments. In relation ‘to population, 

more apprentices are being: 
trained in Alberta than in any 
other Cranadian: province. 

The . Co-operative Activities 
Branch of the department sup- 
ervises all tvpes of co-operatives 
in Alberta These include rural 
electrification associations, pro- 
ducer . co-operatives, livestock 
feeder associations and credit 
unions. 

Special reference should be 
made to the Rural Electrification 
Associations through which far-* 
mers build: power lines and elec- 
trify their. farms.
